Fifty-five Lower Bucks County men have volun­ 
teered to donate some of their skin to help a Penndel 
mother burned almost fatally. 
The mother, Mrs. Isabelle Rudisill, 36. of 604 
Manor Ave., has been in Delaware Valley Osteopathic 
Hospital for IO weeks and she will be there at least 
another two months. 
Physicians are in the slow, painstaking process 
of grafting skin onto Mrs. Rudisill. The severe burns 
affected 63 percent of her body. 
Last week when a Courier-Times news story de­ 
scribed the plight of the Penndel mother, it was a 
rather grim picture. 
At that point, she had received skin grafts from 
her husband, John, and brother, Peter Weimer. 
After the Courier-Times was delivered, the phone 


started ringing at Delaware Valley Hospital. It hasn't 
stopped yet. 
The volunteer donors were told that contributing 
a small portion of skin would be slightly uncomfort­ 
able. But more, it means spending a weekend in the 
hospital. 
Most of the donors came from the Levittown-Bris- 
tol area, according to Albert Roller, administrator of 
the Delaware Valley Hospital. Roller explained an 
area of 32 square inches, about 8 inches by 4 inches, 
will be taken from the thigh of each donor. He said 
the operation result is akin to a brush burn. 
Hospital officials reoprt the 55 persons who offer­ 
ed skin are sufficient for now but donors are still being 
accepted. 
Graft Scheduled 
Because the healing operation for Mrs. Rudisill is 
slow, only three or four donors can be used at a time. 


Mrs. Rudisill is scheduled for a grafting operation 
this weekend. She will not be able to take any more 
skin for several weeks. 
As for Mrs. Rudisill herself, hospital officials re­ 
port she has been overwhelmed by the public response 
to her case. 
Her brother, Peter, said in a letter to the Courier- 
Times, “The good people of your area have certainly 
renewed our faith in the human race. They’re magni­ 
ficent.” 
“When you (Courier-Times) ran the story about 
my sister Isabelle and the struggle which she is hav­ 
ing, I didn’t really expect what happened,” Weimer 
wrote.
